| had not heard of congenital CMV before my daughter-in-law lost her second child, Madeline Leigh, on February 12th
due to CMV related complications. Madeline was only 12 days old.

It only takes a few minutes of on-line research to discover that CMV is a common virus and not harmful among
toddlers, and that it is transmitted by exchange of body fluids. In those same few minutes of research it becomes
clear that there are simple precautionary measures that pregnant women can implement to lower the incidence of
infection. Women who want to expand their families deserve to know that there is a risk of infection and that there
are simple measures they can take to significantly reduce that risk.
